WHY-IKE GOSPOBT NAVY YABD WAS 


DESTKOTED.—The New York Evening Post 
gives the facts of the destruction of the 
navy yard at Gosport,. and in the words of 
an intelligent correspondent, puts the blame 
where it belongs : 
. 


The administration has been s'even weeks 


in power; it found the navy at sixes and 
sevens; the serviceable vessels mostly sent 
out of the way, and the rest in no condi- 
tion for service. It finds the, navy itself 
demoralized—many of the officers" deter- 
mined to cast their fortunes with the rebels 
and others of doubtful loyalty.. A- corres- 
pondent, intelligent iu naval matters, writes 
thus:

• • - . ' ' • 
" I agree with you that we .ought hot .to 


have lost the vessels in the Norfolk, navy 
iyard, but in speaking of the neglect to man 
them properly in season as are error,.whicK 
it undoubtedly was, you do not discriminate. 
The business of the navy department'is 
performed by bureaus, tbe chiefs of which 
are appointed by.the President. :There.is 
the bureau of yards and docks, the" bureau 
of construction, equipment and repairs, the 
bureau of provisions and clothing, tho bu- 
reau of ordnance and hydrography and the 
bureau of medicine and surgery. • Tbe pre- 
sent chiefs of these bureaus were appoint- 
ed by the former administrations; they are 
the same who held their places under that 
miserable creature Toucoy. Of course they 
are very inefficient men, to say 110 worse of 
them. Joseph Srailh, the head of the bu- 
reau of docks and yards, is a very infirm 
man, scarce able to crawl about, and phys- 
ically incapacitated for his office. 
He was 


once removed on that account, but re-insta- 
ted on account of his former services and 
a feeling of sympathy which the public had 
for him. Mr. Magruder, now at the head 
of tbe bureau of ordnance, is a .brother of 
Magruder the secessionist. The other chiefs 
are not the men for their places—yet, upon 
the active, intelligent and faithful co-opera- 
tion of the chiefs of all the bureaus . the 
emplovnient of.'pur' navy for any useful 
purpose in a great measure) depends. Mr. 
Lincoln has been blamed for giving so 
much time to the consideration of appoint- 
ments to office; but for my part I wish he 
could have found leisure to look into the 
organization of tbe navy department, and 
displace a few of the chiefs of the bureaus. 
Mr. Welles will rind himself very much 
hampered by their utter inefficiency, s>nd. I 
am sure must have had ample experience of 
it already."

And 
what is to hinder J. Davis & Co., from put- 
ting forth their paper promises to pay, wita- 
out reference to their ability to redeem, arid 
only limited by their power to compel man 
to take their stocks? . This feeling of inse- 
curity causes the owners of slave state 
s(.pcks to press them upon the market; and 
as usual, when every body wants to sell| no 
one desires to buy, and, the price keep! go- 
ing down. Thus the first difficulty of the 
rebels is a financial one'. It is a sefious 
trouble. .Without money, credit or bread, 
how are the confederates to organize an ar- 
my and keep.it in the 
field?

TREASON DEFINED.—The N. Y. Tribnrie 


says that Judge Betts of the United States 
circuit court has delivered an important 
charge to the grand jury on the law of trea- 
son and piraoy. 
He defines treason to in- 


clude acts of building, manning, or in any 
way fitting out or victualing vessels to aid 
the'enemy; sending provisions, arms, or 
other supplies to them ; and raising funds 
or obtaining credit'for them. 'Any person 
cognizant of such acts who does not prompt- 
ly inform the.authorities, is guilty of mis- 
prision" of treason, theo punishment for 
which is seven years imprisonment and a 
fine of-$1,000. 
' 


This decision possesses interest to west- 


ern states. Any dealer in provisions or 
grain, who should attempt to send either to 
the enemy in the south would incur all the 
penalties of treason, and everybody knows 
that -the temper of the people of these 
states is such that any offender would be 
at once-arrested and put npon trial for the 
highest crime. known to our laws, murder 
scarcely excepted.

Before the steanie'r was advertis- 
ed two days there were over 100 applica- 
tions for passage.

ing to leave the city. Business waa pros- 
trated, and there was disaffection among 
the lower classes.

short. There is a sufficient supply of flour 
to last four months.

There are between 4,000 and 6,000 troops 


m Richmond, of whom 2,000 are South Car- 
olinians. All are eager for "Washington, 
which, they expect to have in a week. The 
surrender of Fort Sumter intoxicates them, 
and they Jeel as though they were omnipo- 
tent. Troops are being daily sent to Har 
per's Ferry and Alexandria. Their belief 
is that there are but 5,000 troops at Wash- 
ington, that Maryland has blocked future 
transportation, and that demoralization ex- 
ists at the North.
